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Survivors’ Story of F ‘te at Sea; 
Nitrate Ship Turned Red Hot 


Like Giant Electric Toaster 


Clothing Touching Plates Burst Into Flame, 
and Shoes Smoked as Officers and Crew 
Dived From Blazing Freighter. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW ORLEANS, June 19.—Capt. 
Frick and 16 survivors of the Nor- 
wegian freighter Knut Hamsun ar- 
rived here yesterday aboard the 


United Fruit Co. liner Zacapa. They 
were rescued after drifting in the 
open boat for 58 hours after their 
ship burned and sank Sunday night, 
June 10, in the Caribbean Sea, 200 
mites north of the Panama Canal 
and about 100 miles east of the 
Nicaraguan coast. 

Capt. Frick and the _ survivors 
were not able to advance any the- 
ory of how the fire started. The 
ship was laden with a $350,000 car- 
go of Chilean nitrate. 

The captain said all was peaceful 
until the cry of “fire” was raised. 
Almost instantly, it seemed, the 
steel freighter turned red hot. 
There was time only to try to save 
the lives of the men. The nitrate 
burned “like powder.” 

Two lifeboats were sent whizzing 
from the davits. Some of the crew 
slid down ropes after the lifeboats 
the minute the order to abandon 
ship was sounded. 

Like Giant Electric Toaster. 

So furious was the blaze that sur- 
vivors compared the steel deck and 
hull to a giant electric toaster. 
Clothiig that touched the plates 
burst into flame and shoes smoked 
before the men could go over the 
side. 

Captain Frick,.Chief Engineer 
Leonard Abdersen and several sea- 
men had to dive over the side and 
swim to the lifeboats. 


Thirty-five officers and men were 
aboard. Thirty-four escaped in the 
two lifeboats, but Walter Ericksen, 
54 years old, a Swedish coal passer, 
was lost. The captain and the 16 
who arrived here were in one boat. 
The other 17, in the maté&s boat, 
all Norwegian seamen, drifted for 
five days before they were finally 
picked up. A fishing smack took 
them to Santa Cruz del Sur, Cuba. 
They were half naked and suffer- 
ing from exposure. 

_ In the captain’s t rations were 
limited to three ship’s biscuits a day 
and the equivalent of a wine glass 
full of water every three hours. 
Only Casualty Unexplained. 

“I don’t know how Walter: Erick- 
sen died,” said the captain yester- 
day. “Before we started off in the 
lifeboats we counted off and 
checked the men. All 35 were re- 
ported present and accounted for. 
There must have been a miscount. 
Ericksen may have leaped into the 
sea and been caught in the vortex 
as the ship sank, or he may have 
drowned swimming to the life- 
boats.” 

The Knut Hamsun was en route 
from Iquiqui, Chile, to Jackson- 
ville, Fla. The cargo was owned 
by the Chilean Nitrate Sales Cor- 
poration of New York and the ves- 
sel was the property of Olaf Orvig 
of Bergen, Norway. The_ vessel, 
built in 1911 in West Hartlepool, 
England, was 410 feet long, with a 
54-foot beam. 

The refugees in New Orleans are 
expected to be sent to Norway via 
New York. 


HILLSBORO PRISONERS 
60 ON HUNGER STRIKE 


“Didn’t Like Wife’s Cooking,” 
Says Sheriff of Nine 
Who Refuse Food. 


Nine of the 11 men held in jail 
at Hilisboro, Ill., charged ‘under 
Illinois statutes with conspiracy to 
overthrow the Government, and 
conspiracy to incite a riot, follow- 
ing a series of relief demonstra- 
tions, have gone on a hunger strike. 


Discussing the self-imposed fast, 
Sheriff Harry Saathoff explained 
over telephone today that “several 
of the fellows decided Sunday night 
that they did not like my wife's 
cooking, so they quit eating.” 

Questioned about the quality of 
the jail fare, the Sheriff asserted, 
“The prisoners eat as well as I do. 
The meat order is changed daily 
and the food is properly prepared. 
Other prisoners in the jail will 
bear this out. These fellows even 
refuse the cakes and fruit their 
relatives brought yesterday, and 
then told the relatives, ‘be sure and 
and tell the newspapers. They 
just want some more publicity.” 

Asked if he had any plan for 
breaking the hunger strike, Sheriff 
Saathoff replied, “No, I don’t in- 
tend to stuff food down ~ their 
necks.” mii 
‘Another complaint of the prison- 
ers was that they are permitted to 
see callers only through barred 
doors and a screen. 

The Sheriff's comment on the 
complaint was, “What do they ex- 
pect in jail?”

DENIES U. S, AND BRITAIN 
HAVE NAVAL AGREEMENT 


Norman Davis Tells Japanese Am- 
bassador America Is Playing 
Independent Role.

LONDON, June 19.—Norman H. 


Davis of the United States and 
Tsuneo Matsudaira, Japanese Am- 
bassador, discussed the outlook for 
the 1935 naval conference today. 
Ambassador Matsudaira asked 
the American Ambassador-at-Large 
whether the United States and 
and Great Britain planned “a sec- 
ond Rapidan” agreement, a_ joint 
Anglo-American understanding on 
naval arms which might be preju- 
dicial to the interests of Japan.

City Collector Seeks Money 
to Meet Anticipated Defi- 
cits of $2,542,000 and 
$2,000, 000. 


LEVIES IN ARREARS 
TOTAL $12,295,000 


$10,295,000 on Real Es- 
tate, $2,000,000 on Per- 
sonal Property—Some of 
Bills Date From 1923. 


City Collector Koeln today began 
a campaign to induce taxpayers to 
pay delinquent real estate and per- 
sonal property taxes amounting to 
$12,295,622 with the purpose of ob- 
taining funds to help the city meet 
anticipated deficits of $2,542,000 in 
the city sinking fund for bond re- 
tirement and about $2,000,000 in 
municipal revenue for the operation 
of the various city departments. 

Of the delinquent taxes outstand- 
ing, a total of $10,295,620 represents 
unpaid taxes on real estate. The 
balance of $2,000,002 represents tax- 
es on personal property. 

Koeln, who is a candidate for 
re-election, plans a campaign of 
letter-writing, personal solicitation 
and newspaper advertising and 
will first concentrate on the tax- 
payers who owe the largest amount 
of back taxes. 

Some of Bills Go Back to 1923. 

In this category are 253 corpora- 
tions and 220 individuals, all of 
whom owe the city back tax bills 
of more than $1000 éach, amounting 
in the aggregate to $3,485,888 and 
running as far back as 1923 in 
some instances. 

The corporations which owe large 
amounts of real estate taxes in- 
clude 160 which owe between $1000 
and $5000; 40 between $5000 and 
$10,000; 27 between $10,000 and $20,- 
000; 12 between $20,000 and $30,000, 
and 14 owning $30,000 or more. 


largest bills on real estate are 
Washington University, which owes, 
so the city contends, a_ total of 
$357,273, and the Young Men’s 
Christian Association, which owes, 
so Koeln maintains, $71,249. Both 
of these tax bills are now tied up 
in litigation, as the two corpora- 
tions involved have. resisted. pay- 
ment on the grounds that some of 
their property is not subject to as- 
sessment by the city. 

Continental Life Bill $54,593. 

Other large real estate bills in- 
clude those of the Continental Life 
Insurance Co. for $54,393, the Pyth- 
ian building for $40,791.84 and Hotel 
Chase for $49,069. 

According to Koeln’s records, a 
total of 65 individuals owe back 
‘tax bills on teal estate of more 
than $5000 each. 

In addition to the campaign to 

collect delinquent real estate taxes, 
Koeln is preparing to mail out’ more 
than 5000 letters to persons who owe 
personal property taxes. 
In the letters to both real estate 
and personal property delinquents, 
Koeln is calling attention to the 
State statute enacted by the last 
Legislature in April, 1933, which 
permits him to waive all penalties 
and interest charges prior to Jan. 
1, 1934. This means that if a per- 
son pays a back tax bill this 
month, the penalties levied are only 
those for the period from Jan. 1, 
1934, to the date of payment. 

State Law on Sale for Taxes. 

Koeln is also calling attention to 
another State law which authorizes 
him to sell the property of -delin- 
quents to meet tax payments if the 
taxes are not paid by Nov. 1. 

On this point, Koeln in his letter, 
a copy of which has been prepared 
for publication in the press, says: 
“It has always been my policy to 
protect the owner of property and 
especially the owner of a home. I 
am happy to say that this policy of 
protecting the honfeowners has 
been pursued. with success without 
any loss whatsoever to the city in 
revenue. Under the new State law, 
I have no choice but to advertise 
the property for sale if the taxes 
are unpaid by November.” 

Koeln also intends to have six 
employes in his office personally 
solicit the persons who owe the 
largest bills, provided the letters

TORSO IN TRUNK 
IN ENGLAND NOT 


No Connection Found Be- 
tween Brighton Mystery 
and . American’s Disap- 
pearance. 


TRYING TO MATCH 
LEGS WITH THE BODY 


Few Clews—Both Parcels 
Wrapped Alike in Brown 
Paper With ‘F-O-R-D’ 
Blue-Penciled on One. 


By the Associated Press. 


LONDON, June 19.—Working on 
torso 
found Sunday night in luggage at 
the Brighton Railway Station and 
two dismembered legs similarly 
found in London, June 7, Scotland 
Yard searched all London railway 
stations, cloakrooms and luggage 
deposits yesterday, but without re- 
sult. Scotland Yard said, how- 
ever, valuable information had 


been divulged by a person “sworn 
to secrecy.” 

After an examination of the legs, 
found in a suitcase which had been 
left at the King’s Cross Railway 
Station, Sir Bernard Spilsburg, 
Home Office pathologist; went 
to Brighton to examine the torso 
and decide whether the legs be- 
longed to the body. 

The torso at Brighton, from 
which the head, arms and legs had 
been sawed off, was stuffed into a 
cheap canvas trunk, with wool 
wrapped about it. 

Only Meager Clews. 

There were only meager clews. 
The legs and the torso were 
wrapped in brown wrapping paper 
and detectives believed they be- 
longed to the same person. Four 
letters, “F-O-R-D,” were written 
with a blue pencil on the paper at 
Brighton. 

There is no record in England of 
any woman missing or not account- 
ed for. An inquiry has been sent 
throughout the British Isles and to 
the Continent. 

Interest in the mystery was 
heightened by publicity given the 
case of Agnes Tufverson, missing 
American lawyer, whose Jugo-Slav 
husband, Capt. Ivan Poderjay, is 
being held in Vienna, but Scotland 
Yard thought there was no connec- 
tion between the two cases. There 
was no scar on the Brighton torso; 
Miss Tufverson had a scar from an 
abdominal operation. The date the 
trunk was deposited at Brighton 
did not coincide with Poderjay’s 
departure from England. The torso 
belonged to a woman about 40 
years old; Miss Tufverson was 43. 
Positively Not Miss Tufverson’s 

The Chief of Police of Brighton 
said there was no possibility that 
it was that of Miss Tufverson. No 
scars, birthmarks or wounds other 
than those caused by the removal 
of the head, legs and arms were 
found, the Chief said. 

England’s last trunk murder mys- 
tery was in 1927, when the dismem- 
bered body of Mrs. Minnie Alice 
Bonatin was found in a trunk at 
the Charing Cross Railroad Sta- 
tion. John Robinson, convicted of 
killing the woman, was hanged.

His office had been ran- 
sacked and his keys stolen. 

Woman Companion’s Story. 

The police learned that the “buy- 
er,” who gave his name as Lee 
Armstrong, was accompanied here 
by a woman. His companion, ar- 
rested as she was about to board a 
Chicago bus, said she was Mrs. 
Evelyn Anderson of Woodsboro, 
Tex., married and the mother of a 
child. 

She related that Armstrong, said 
by the police to have been identi- 
fied as Harold St. Clair, former 
convict from Ohio, met her Sunday 
night and told her he had made 
$6000 on a farm “deal.”

Lacy and Hartman sought to 
have the case taken to another ju- 
dicial circuit outside St. Louis, al 
leging that prejudice existed 
against them to such a nextent that 
they could not get a fair trial in 
this city. 

Judge Hoffmeister’s ruling means 
that the case, now 13 months old, 
must go to trial unless the defense 
can obtain further delay by tech- 
nical motions, such as it has made 
several times since the two lawyers 
were indicted in May, 1933. 

The Court’s ruling came at the 
end of the morning session, shortly 
before 1 p. m., after a long succes- 
sion of defense witnesses, mostly 
lawyers, had testified to their be- 
lief that prejudice existed, and 
after the State had questioned sev- 
eral members of the current jury 
panel, most of whom said they 
knew of no such prejudice. 


Testimony for the Defense. 

Fifteen witnesses, 13 of them law- 
yers, were called yesterday by Sig- 
mund Bass, attorney for Lacy and 
Hartman, to support the allegation 
of prejudice. The witnesses told of 
hearing various persons say that 
Lacy was guilty, “ought to be sent 
away,” should be disbarred, “ought 
to be run out of town” and the like.

How Miss Ferran had all the 
bride’s trousseau altered to fit her 
slimmer form was told by Mrs. 
Mary Foley, a dressmaker who oc- 
cupied the apartments below those 
rented by Poderjay and Miss Fer- 
ran in Westbourne Grove, London. 
“A few days after Capt. Poderjay 
returned from America,” Mrs. Foley 
said, “the Ferran woman brought 
me six frocks, a black sealskin coat 
and a quantity of lingerie for alter 
ation. 

“They were all too big for her and 
would have fitted a woman about 
5% feet. 

“Some of the lingerie was brand 
new, but the frocks were slightly 
worn. My impression was that the 
clothing was part of a trousseau.

'President’s Attitude Uncer- 
tain on Measure Giving 
Rural Debtors Six Years 
to Pay. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, June 19.—The 
Frazier bill, providing for a virtual 
six-year moratorium on farm mort- 
gages, today awaited President 


Rooséevelt’s signature or veto. The 
President’s attitude was a matter 


of speculation. 

Supporters saw in the bill a 
chance for farmers to regain their 
property. Opponents said it meant 
repudiation of debts. There was no 
comment from admmistration lead- 
ers. 

A filibuster threat by Senator 
Huey Long, who said “city slick- 
ers” were trying to block the bill, 
preceded its final approval, 60 to 


16, yesterday by the Senate. 

The only recent legislation of a 
similar nature, authorities said, was 
the Minnesota mortgage morato- 
rium law which provided for a two- 
year holiday. 

How It Would Work. 


The Frazier bill sets up a plan 
of adjustment and adjudication, 
throwing open bankruptcy proceed- 
ings to farmers, as follows: 
A farmer seeking relief from 
debt pressure may aply to concilia- 
tion commissions now active in 
about 2100 of the 2500 agricultural 
counties. 
Such commissions will attempt io 
scale down his debts and seek to 
have creditors agree on settlement. 
If the creditors refuse or the 
farmer is not satisfied, he may ap- 
ply to a Federal court as a volun- 
tary bankrupt. The court will ap- 
point appraisers to determine the 
“farm market value” of the prop- 
erty. 
If the creditors accept this value 
the farmer may “rebuy” his prop- 
erty over a six-year period. The 
interest would begin at 1 per cent 
end advance ‘o 5 within four years. 
Should a creditor object to the 
appraisal, the court will be author- 
ized to declare a moratorium for 
six years. During that time the 
farmer will live on his farm and 
pay rent fixed by the court. Such 
rent would be divided among his 
creditors to apply on his debts. At 
the end of the six years the farmer 
would again have a chance to re- 
deem his property. 

Regarded Favorably. 


Some Government officials said 
they believed the legislation would 
be beneficial, since “by and large, 
farmers will pay their debts if 
given the chance.” 

Farm Credit Administration of- 
ficials said 62 per cent of the out- 
standing mortgages of the Federal 
Land banks have been paid when 
due and many other borrowers had 
obtained extensions or made par- 
tial payments. | 

A small group of Republicans and 
Democrats argued that the dill 
amounted to repudiation and that 
it would injure insurance com- 
panies and other large holders of 
farm mortgages. 

Proponents replied that the pro- 
posal was in line with the action 
taken to relieve railroads, corpora- 
tions and municipalities.

Otherwise 
there will be wholesale repudiation.”

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10 AVERT STRIKE 


Proposal ‘‘Very Similar” to 
the One Previously Ac- 
cepted by Management, 
Johnson Announces. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 19.—Repre- 
sentatives: of the steel workers’ 
union today placed before President 
Roosevelt in a letter their proposal 
to avert the threatened strike in 


the steel industry. 
Word came from NRA Adminis- 
trator Johnson that he was “very 
hopeful” of acceptance by the steel 
industry of the union’s four-point 
program for avoiding rtrikes. 
Johnson said the proposal, 
drawn by William Green, president 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor, seemed “very similar” to the 
plan previously accepted by the in- 
dustry itself. 

Terms of the Plan. 
The proposal as set forth in the 
letter to President Roosevelt would 
set up an impartial board of three 
members to be appointed by the 
President to handle complaints and 
to mediate disputes. 
The board would be clothed with 
authority to order and hold elec- 
tions in plants to determine who 
shall represent the employes, with 
the organizations selected by the 
majority of the employes to repre- 
sent all. 

Grievances and complaints re- 

garding wages, hours and condi- 
tions of employment would be set- 
tled through direct negotiations 
between the managements and rep- 
resentatives of the workers. 
In the event all parties accept the 
proposals, the threatened steel 
strike would be declared off with 
the understanding that questions in 
controversy would be handled by 
the board. 

Management’s Answer Sought. 

The letter asked the President to 
submit the union’s counter pro- 
posals to the management of the 
iron and steel industry for its 
answer at the earliest possible date. 
Even as the submission of this 
plan to the White House became 
known, Secretary of Labor Perkins 
was in conference with Gr:2en, 
Michael Tighe, president of the 
Amalgamated Association of Iron, 
Steel and Tin Workers, and several 
other union leaders. 

Roosevelt at his press conference 
earlier said he had called Miss Per- 
kins and Senator Wagner to confer 
with him on putting into effect the 
substitute Wagner labor bill enact- 
ed in the closing hours of Congress. 
This, too, would provide for a 
mediation board or boards, and in 
many respects is similar to the 
union plan. Green intimated to re- 
porters that if his own proposal 
were rejected he would seek union 
approval of the Wagner plan. 
Text of Union’s Letter. 

The text of the union letter to 
the President follows: 

“The Amalgamated Association 
of Iron, Steel and Tin Workers of 
North America, the labor organiza- 
tion, national representative of em- 
ployes in the iron and steel indus- 
try, in a special convention assem- 
bled on June 15, 1934, authorized its 
international executive board to 
submit to the President of the Unit- 
ed States the following counter- 
proposal for the settlement of the 
threatened strike in the steel in- 
dustry by peaceful means: 

“1. An impartial board of three 
members shall be appointed by the 
President of the United States, 
clothed with authority to act as fol- 
lows: : 

“(a) To receive complaints and 
to investigate and adjust on the 
basis if such complaints any viola- 
tion of the labor provisions of the 
code for the iron and steel industry; 

“(b) To mediate and conciliate in 
any dispute arising between em- 
ployers and employes under said 
code and to arrange for a confer- 
ence for collective bargaining with 
any employer when so requested by 
representatives of employes selected 
under Section 7-A of the National 
Recovery Act. 

“(c) To offer their services as 
arbitrators in any labor dispute be- 
tween employes and employers un- 
der said code provided such dispute

“The above proposal rests upon 
the mandate of the law calling for 
united action between labor and 
management and for collective bar- 
gaining through representatives of 
the workers’ own choosing, as pro- 
vided in the National Industrial 
Recovery Act and in section Ta 
thereof, as incorporated in the code 
of-fair competition for the iron and 
steel industry. 

“We respectfully request that the 
above counter-proposal be present- 
ed to the management of the iron 
and steel industry for acceptance 
and approval at the earliest possi- 
ble date. We express the hope that 
the representatives of the steel in-

“Iron Age” Says Workers Voted in 
Secret Poll Against Strike.

Vice-President of Mississip- 
pi Valley Trust Co. Ap- 
parently Loses Balance 
and Goes Over Railing. 


C. Hunt Turner Jr., vice-president 
and secretary of the Mississippi 
Valley Trust Co., was killed last 
night in a fall from a third floor 
balcony at his home in the Oxford 
Apartments, 5290 Waterman ave.

PASSED BY CONGRESS 


It Sets Up Conciliation Board 
—Amendment Against Com | 
pany Unions Beaten, 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, June 19. — Con- 
gress voted last night to set up « 


National Railway Adjustment 
Board to conciliate labor-employer 
troubles within the industry. 

The Senate passed, after a three- 
hour, one-man filibuster, a bill, vir- 
tually identical with the Crosser 
measure passed by the House last 
week. Acquiescence in the changes 
by the House preceded dispatch of 
the bill to the White House. 

The filibuster by Senator Hast- 
ings (Rep.), Delaware, against the 
measure followed debate on com- 
pany unions and mention of “ye 
low dog” labor contracts. 

Senator Wheeler (Dem.), Mon- 
tana, injected the company union 
issue into the Senate debate by 
offering an amendment that would 
have definitely mentioned com 
pany unions as workers’ organiza- 
tions to which employer could not 
contribute. Wheeler's amendment 
went down under a voice vote. 

But in the meantime, Hastings 
begun his filibuster, reading page 
after page of the report of the Fed- 
eral Railroad Co-ordinator, Joseph 
B. Eastman. 

A combination of Democratic and 
Republican Senators opened a bar- 
rage of parliamentary moves and 
motions for bills having precedence 
which apparently discouraged and 
eventually discouraged Hastings 
from further pursuing the filibus- 
ter. 

Robinson of Arkansas, Demo- 
cratic leader, moved for passage 
and the measure suddenly went 
through the Senate on a voice vote. 

During the debate, Couzens 
(Rep.), Michigan, called attention to 
what he said was an “almost iden- 
tical” phrasing of the minority re 
port of the Senate Interstate Com- 
merce Committee on the Dill bill, 
made by Senator Hastings and a 
communication termed by Couzens 
a “propaganda letter” issued by “a 
subsidiary of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad,” opposing the Dill-Crosser 
measures.

CHINESE PIRATES 


Captain of Steamer Tells 
How. Brigands Locked 
Up. Officers and Took 
‘Control of Ship. 


ONE MAN SHOT IN 
RESISTING GANG 


U. S. Warship Aids in 
Search for Kidnapers, 
Who Fled in Junks at 
Yellow River Delta. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHEFOO, China, June 19. — The 
British steamer Shuntien, from 
which 26 passengers and officers 
were kidnaped for ransom by Chi- 


ernoon. The captain gave the de- 
tails of the capture. 

The 26 victims include six Brit- 
ish citizens, two of whom are ship's 
officers. A Japanese named Yama- 
moto, reported to be an army offi- 
cer, also is held. The other 19 pris- 
oners are Chinese. 

One officer of, the vessel was 
shot and seriously wounded in re- 
sisting the brigands, who comman- 
deéred the ship at 10 p. m. Sun- 
day off the Yellow River, and held 
the passengers and crew under pis- 
tol point for 24 hours. The captain 
said the pirates. fled in funks and 
landed in the almost inaccessable 
swamps of the Yellow River delta. 

Plans to raid the ship had been 
carefully laid. The pirates boarded 
the vessel as passengers at Tient- 
sin. When the Shuntien was at sea, 
en route to Shanghai, the brigands 
at a given signal swiftly took over 
the vessel under cover of darkness. 

The captain said the pirates were 
skilled seamen and navigated the 
ship themselves, while officers were 
held prisoners in cabins. Many of 
the passengers were in a state of 
terror. 

Taking their time, the brigands 
looted the steamer, threatening to 
kill anyone who showed fight. 

The wounded officer was placed 
in an American mission hospital. 

Five junks, obviously by prear- 
rangement, appeared alongside the 
ship Monday night and the pirates 
clambered into them, taking the 
prisoners and their loot. 

The U. 8. S. Pope and the mine 
layer Bittern joined the British de- 
stroyers Veteran and Witch in the 
hunt last night. British authorities 
were considering sending airplanes 
from the aircraft carrier Eagle at 
Weihatwei in search of the pirates 
if Chinese authorities permitted. 
The warships will not be able to 
enter the swamps, accessible. only 
to small boats. 


‘PERMANENT BOARD TO ADVISE 


NRA URGED BY BUSINESS MEN 


Past and Present Advisers Say

HOT SPRINGS, Va., June 19.—

Code Prices. 


Contracts for next winter's coal 

supply were Jet last night by the 
Board of Education at a price .73 
per cent higher than that paid for 
the ‘same tonnage last year. The 
board voted to buy .43,110 tons for 
$142,690, which is $60,392 more than 
the same coal would have cost last 
year. 
The increase was attributed to 
NRA regulations and price fixing, 
and, in part, to elimination of a 30-' 
cent per ton rate reduction allowed 
last year by the railroads. 

Of the 31 bidders, 30 bid the 
price fixed by the Coal Code Ai- 
thority, modified in accordance 
with the board’s specifications con- 
cerning heat value and ash con- 
tent.

RE-ELECTION IN-N. DAKOTA 


Langer Puts Sheriff on Guard at 
Office While Opponents 
Try to Oust Him. :

BISMARCK, N. D., June 19.— 
Gov. William Langer, convicted on 
Federal charges, campaigned for 
re-election today while his oppo

Langer holds the Governor's of- 
fice by virtue of possession. He 
has ordered the Burleigh County 
Sheriff to admit only employes. His 
Attorney-General, P. O. Sathre, has 
ruled that the executive powers are 
lawfully Langer’s. 

Opponents, seeking to seat Lieu- 
tenant-Governor Ole H. Olson, con- 
tend Langer’s continued incumben- 
cy is illegal because of his convic- 
tion with four others on charges of 
conspiracy to defraud the United 
States.

U. S, OFFERS ARMS CONTROL 
PLAN AT GENEVA PARLEY 


Wants Every Government to Make 
Reports on Munitions 
Movements.

GENEVA, June 19.—Hugh R. 
Wilson, United States Minister to 
Switzerland, presented a plan today 
by which each nation would under- 
take responsibility for all arms 
manufacturing in its own territory 
and all export of arms abroad.

sion—theé world shall know exactly 
to what extent countries are man- 
ufacturing or purchasing arms. 

The American plan applies to 
both State arsenals and private 
munitions factories.

Commissioner Explains Islands 
Can’t Buy Abroad When 
They Can’t Sell. 

By the Associated Press. 

BERKELEY, Cal. June 19.— 
While America tries to reduce pro- 
duction of foodstuffs, Great Brit- 
ain seeks to increase her farm 
output, Dr. L. Dudley Stamp, chair- 
man of the Commission on Land 
Utilization in England, told’ the 
American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science yesterday. 

Britain’s problem, he said, arises 
from the need of having to pur- 
chase 60 per cent of its food re- 
quirements from nations who are 
cutting down their purchases of 
manufactured article. He out- 
lined the land utilization survey 
begun in October, 1930, to deter- 
mine how land in England, Wales 
and Scotland is being used.

A Criticism of the A. M. A. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
HE officers of the American Medical 
Association are once more engaged in 
wischief. A couple of years ago, the 
Committee on the Costs of Medical Care 
for the American people placed before the 
country a report which showed that, even 
. in the so-called prosperous years from 
1926 on, a large proportion of the Amer- 
ican people suffered without adequate 
care, while at the same time thousands 
of well-trained doctors and nurses had 
no work and no income. To be sure, the 


report was based on carefully collected | 


facts, yet Dr. Fishbein, editor of the 
Journal of the American Medical Asso- 
ciation, stumped the country and, without 
trying to challenge the sad facts, de- 
clared that the present form of medical 
practice in this country is the best con- 
ceivable and should be perpetuated. For 
arguments, he substituted college boy 
jokes. 

Conditions in the past few years, both 
for the suffering public and physicians, 
have enormously deteriorated. Now comes 
the American College of Surgeons and 
expresses a wish for some sort of change 
in medical service in the spirit of service 
to the public. But lo and behold, up 
strides the House of Delegates of the 
American Medical Association in clased 
meeting, denounces the American College 
of Surgeons, and declares that the secret 
conventicle of the A. M. A. is the only 
competent body to form and utter an 
opinion on the question. 

And what is this opinion? A simple re- 
iteration of Dr. Fishbein’s dogmas. Name- 
ly, that the present standard of medical 
service in America is the best in the 
world. And its motivation? They say 
only .two things. First, that the free 
choice of a doctor by the patient should 
not be disturbed. How silly! Any child 
can see that the great masses of the 
poor, getting their medical care at free 
clinics and tax-maintained. institutions, 
have no vestige of free choice. And yet 
you hear complaints from middle class 
people that these poor are enjoying med- 
ical care much superior to theirs. And 
how about the middle class? Isn’t their 
choice restricted by their financial 
means? Do they have a chance of choos- 
ing the high-priced famous doctors who 
are represented in the American Medical 
Association leadership? 

The other argument of the American 
Medical Association is that it wants to 
maintain the intimate contact between 
doctor and patient. How ridiculous! The 
implication is that, in institutional and 
organized medicine, the doctor is to be- 
come an unsympathetic icicle. Prove this, 
Dr. Fishbein, without a joke, but until 
then the House of Delegates has little 
right to claim that it is the competent 
sole representative of the American 
physicians.

In every judicial circuit, the bar will be required 
to set up and maintain vigilance committees, whose 
express duty will be to hear complaints of violations 
of the rules of practice, to summon offenders and 
to take testimony in their cases and to recommend 
punishment, including disbarment, to the courts 
when the facts justify disciplinary action. This 
would make the disciplining of the bar by its own 
membership obligatory instead of voluntary and occa- 
sional, as is now the case. Where there is now only 
one local bar association in Missouri seeking to 
rid the profession of its unsocial element, as the 
St. Louis organization is doing, lawyers in every 
community will be required under the approved rules 
to see that this function is performed.

THE SMALL BORROWER GETS A BREAK. 
Enactment by Congress of the Sheppard bill, pro- 
viding for the establishment of a system of Federal 
credit unions, affords,a new deal in consumer cred- 
it. One out of every five urban families in the Unit- 
ed States must borrow from a small-loan agency 
some time during the year. A third of the loans 
are made by pawnbrokers, a quarter by personal 
finance companies, a fifth by industrial banks, a 
tenth by commercial banks, another tenth by loan 
sharks and relatively insignificant amounts by cred- 
it unions, by remedial loan societies and by employ- 
ers. Loan sharks collect interest at the rate of 240 
to 480 per cent; pawnbrokers’. charges run from 12 
to 120 per cent; finance companies get 30 to 42 per 
cent; industrial banks between 17 and 35; remedial 
loan societies from 12 to 36; commercial banks, 
which are closed to most small borrowers, from 9 to 
‘23. The rates charged by the credit unions are, by 
comparison, extremely low, ranging from 6 to 18 per 
cent a year. s 

The credit union was first created in Massachu- 
setts’ in 1909, but enjoyed its greatest growth be- 
tween 1925 and 1929. There are now some 2000 
unions in the 32 states whose laws permit their or- 
ganization. The unions are cooperative societies. 
Each member has one vote. Menibers elect the offi- 
cers, who conduct the business of the society under 
the supervision of the state authorities. Earnings are 
returned to members as dividends on their savings. 
Administrative expenses are as low as 1.79 per cent 
of total loans granted. Losses are practically un- 
known. 3 

The Sheppard Act permits employes in a single 
establishment or persons living in the same neighbor- 
hood to establish such societies under Federal law, to 
lend up to $50 without security and up to $200 with 
security, at a maximum interest rate of 1 per cent 
a month.

PROTECTION THAT IS INDISPENSABLE. 

A bill which the Board of Aldermen should pass 
withBut delay is that introduced by Chairman 
O’Toole of the Public Safety Committee, giving the 
Municipal Art Commission control of the design of 
buildings and signs adjacent to the plazas and parks 
and certain public structures. Protection of the 
great investment of taxpayers in the plazas and 
public buildings requires informed supervision of 
construction, and this could not be better had than 
through the guidance of the Art Commission. 

There can be no doubt about the legality of control 
of this nature, since, as we pointed out last week, 
the appearance of private buildings near public 
places and public buildings is and has been regulated 
for some time in the national capital. The General 
Council on Civic Needs does St. Louis a public service 
in urging such an ordinance and working for its in. 
troduction. 

It would be an unforgivable mistake for St. Louis 
to permit the Memorial Plaza to be ruined by the 
erection of some freakish é¢yesore on private ground 
fronting the civic center, and that is a sample of 
what might very easily happen unless the Aldermen 
establish the control which the O’Toole bill provides. 
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PRESERVING MISSOURI HISTORY.

URING the last two months

The President strongly favored 
placing administration of the new 
Stock Market Act in the hands of 
the Federal Trade Commission. The 
House, following his leadership, re- 
jected overwhelmingly a proposal 
for an independent commission. But 
when the waspish Senator Carter 
Glass, insisted on the latter and 
threatened uproar and battle to get 
it, the President withdrew his de- 
mand and accepted the Virginian’s 
plan. 

The withdrawal of the appoint- 
ment of Dr. Willard L. Thorp as 
director of the Bureau of Foreign 
and Domestilc Commerce, after he 
had filled the post for nine months 
with admitted competence, was an- 
other compromise not lost upon 
Congress. Had Thorp’s name been 
forced to the Senate floor, con- 
firmation would have been over- 
whelming. But Roosevelt chose 
not to fight, and Thorp went down 
the chute, 

Repeatedly this year the Presi- 
dent has declared publicly for old- 
age pensions and unemployment 
insurance. Carefully worked-out 
measures on both of these projects 
have been pending in committees 
of the House and Senate. If they 


had been forced to consideration, 
the legislation would have been 
passed.

Strong Hand. 


HE century and a half history 
T of Congress shows conclusively 

that the legislative branch will 
bow to decisive executive leader- 
ship. But it must be asserted with 
a firm hand. Herbert Hoover 
learned this, but—to his sorrow 
too late. Franklin Roosevelt’s rec- 
ord in the last year’s session shows 
what can be done by a President 
who knows what he wants and 
insists on getting it. 

But there was a fundamental 
difference between the session of 
1934 and that of 1933—one that 
was quickly grasped by the “boys.” 

Last year the White House ini- 
tiated and controlled the legisla- 
tive program. This year the tra- 
ditional haphazard legislative sys- 
tem was reverted to. 

The significance of this loser 
leadership was not lost on the floor 
leaders. Far from friendly to many 
of the New Deal’s ideals, they 
sensed the loosening of White 
House pressure, immediatley began 
to reassert control. The lines were 
allowed to slacken on legislative 
procedure. Debate once more be- 
came aimless and meandering. 
Weeks were consumed with need- 
less palaver. 

All this played into the leaders’ 
hands. 

Major reform measures piled up. 
When the President began insisting 
they had an answer all ready: “It 
will take too long. Better let it 
go over until next session.” 

And they had their way—despite 
the fact that the session is the 
shortest regular one in recent 
years. . 

The halcyon days of 1933 are 
gone forever. Henceforth Roose- 
velt will probably have to fight, 
and fight hard, almost every step 


of the way.

LAWYERS ASK $80,000 


Court Hears Claims for Fees 
and Puts Matter Over 
to Thursday. 


Attorneys who defended the Con- 
tinental Life Insurance Co. in its 
unsuccessful contest against being 
placed in the hands of State In- 
surance Superintendent O’Malley 
made their claims in court yester- 
day for fees totaling $80,000 

Appearing before Circuit Judge 
Ryan, Attorney Theodore Rassieur, 
who was chief counsel and actively 
conducted the long trial,,; sought 
$40,000 which was to cover also the 
services of his son, George Rassieur, 
who was associated with him in the 
trial, and services of other members 
of Rassieur’s staff who assisted in 
legal research. 

Frank Pace of Little Rock, Ark., 
associate counsel, asked for $25,- 
000, and A. D. Nortoni, the com- 
pany’s general counsel, sought $10,- 
000 to $15,000, saying he thought 
his services were worth more than 
the higher figure. 

Another Hearing Thursday. 

After hearing considerable testi- 
mony, and objections by Insurance 
Department lawyers to the claims 
of Pace and Nortoni, Judge Ryan 
set the matter over for further 
hearing next Thursday afternoon. 

The Insurance Department law- 
yers, A. A. Ridge and Frank P. 
Aschemeyer, made no objection to 
the fee sought by Rassieur, since 
he and his son carried on virtually 
all the defense examination of wit- 
nesses and had the, responsibility 
for conduct of the case. In op- 
posing the claims of Pace and Nor- 
toni, they cross-examined the two 
lawyers in considerable detail as 
to their services in the case. 

Pace testified that Ed Mays, pres- 
ident of Contjnental Life, called 
him to St. Louis Jan. 1, a few days 
before the suit was filed, and that 
he was active in the case through- 
out the trial which began Jan. 12 
and ended April 12. After the trial 
was over, he continued, he was 
active in trying to raise $250,000 for 
new capital of the company, the 
management hoping thereby to 
satisfy the Insurance Superintend- 
ent and save its control over the 
company. He was able to raise 
only $150,000, he said. 

$35,000 a Year Income. 

Pace said he had been away from 
home from Jan. 1 to early in May, 
causing his firm of Pace & Davis the 
loss of much business. In a corre- 
sponding’ period last year the firm 
took in $53,000, he said, and he gave 
his net earnings as averaging $35,- 
000 a year for the last 15 or 20 
years. 

Attorneys for the Insurance De- 
partment took the position that 
Pace was in the case as a personal 
representative of Ed Mays and that 
his fee, or the greater part of it, 
should be paid by Mays. Ques-

5-CENT TAX INCREASE | 
FIXED FOR ST. LOUIS COUNTY 


Advance Is on Road Bond Levy; 
Purpose Is to Take Care of 
Maturities. 


The 1934 tax rate for St. Louis 
County was fixed by .the County 
Court yesterday at $1.17 on the ‘$100 
valuation, an increase of 5 cents 
over last year. The increase is in 


the 1928 road bond tax, which was 
raised from 25 cents to 30 cents 
to make possible retirement of an 
increased number of bonds matur- 
ing next year. 

The $1.17 rate is subdivided as 
follows: State tax, 15 cents; coun- 
ty general revenue fund, 35 cents; 
road tax, 25 cents; 1916 road bonds, 
8 cents; 1928 road bouds, 30 cents 
and 1928 hospital bonds, 4 cents. 
Taxes for this-year will be paya- 
ble Sept. 1.

‘}per cent; salary fund, 30 per cent; 


jail and criminal fund, 14 per 
cent; contingent fund, 14 per cent; 
road and bridge fund, 1 per cent.

The Duke just dead is Arthur 
Charles Wellesley, fourth in line 
from the conqueror at Waterloo. He 
was 8 years old, and inherited all 
his distinguished ancestor's titles, 
more numerous perhaps than those 
of any other living man. They 
had been conferred on the original 
Duke by many countrjes and rulers, 
grateful to the man who had dis- 
posed of Napoleon, whose genius 
kept them awake at night. 

In connection with this Welling- 
ton’s death, you are reminded of a 
fact that gave courage and presence 
of mind to his successful ancestor. 

The original Wellington, doing 
good work for his country in Spain, 
where he held supreme command 
of the Spanish armies, as well as 
of British forces, never actually 
met Napoleon until Waterloo.

-“Perplexed Mother,” who asked 
if there was a place in the country 
her boy could go. If you care to 
investigate, I will say that my 10- 
year-old boy spent several weeks at 
“Trinity Farm” two years ago and 
he enjoyed it very much. The Rev. 
Adair of the Good Will. Industries, 
at Thirteenth and Tyler streets, was 
in charge. He was pastor of the 
church near there—Trinity M. E. 
Church. 

It was necessary for me to-have 
my boy examined by a doctor and 
get a certificate to be sure he had 
no symptoms of a contagious dis- 
ease. (A very sensible precaution.) 

They may now have a different 
scale or arrangement as to board, 
but it then amounted to almost 
nothing, and some of the work is 
on a charity basis, so as to allow 
undernourished children and under- 
privileged children a chance to get 
out of the city.

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Beneficial Drugs 
Sometimes Form 


A Serious Hazard 
By Dr. lago Galdston 


T is no simple matter, and in 

many instances impossible, to 

separate the good from the bad 
in drug therapy. 

For example, there is probably no 
single medicament which has 
brought more bisssing to man than 
morphine. It is the only thing which 
can render life tolerable to him in 
certain disease crises when pain is 
unbearable. And yet, what trage- 
dies have followed the improper use 
of morphine! 

Something of the same difficulty 
is witnessed in the case of the bar- 
bitone group of drugs. These drugs, 
among which are included veronal, 
allonal and luminol, have a very de- 
sirable hypnotic action. They are 
useful in a variety of conditions in 
which it is essential to reduce the 
sensibility of an individual’s ner- 
vous system. They have been em- 
ployed in the treatment of epilépsy 
and certain mental conditions in 
which extreme excitability needed 
to be overcome. 

While they have been useful in 
therapy and have proved fairly safe 
when administered by physicians 
and taken in prescribed doses, these 
drugs have shown themselves to be 
capable of severe injury to the ner- 
vous system, the heart, the lungs 
and the kidneys. 

Where, therefore these drugs can 
be purchased without medical pre- 
scription and where they are incor- 
porated in common remedies sold 
under trade names, they represent 
a serious hazard. 

Individuals using these drugs over 
long periods may develop an addic- 
tion to them. Persons habituated 
to the taking of these drugs occa- 
sionally are prone at times to take 
a dangerous overdose with, not in- 
frequently, fatal results. 

Because of these experiences with 
the barbituric acid compounds, the 
sale of these drugs except on pre- 
scription is widely prohibited. It is 
important that the public should 
know that, while very useful when 


»iproperly employed, they are never- 


theless dangerous drugs. 


Mutton Chops with Mint Sauce 
Have the butcher bone and roll 
rib chops with several slices of 


bacon inside, then cut the roll in 
slices one and one-half inches thick. 
Sprinkle with salt and sugar, allow- 
ing one-fourth teaspoon each to 
each chop. Pan broil the chops for 
10 minutes, turning frequently, then 
set in the oven or over a low flame 
to finish cooking. When done, 
place on a hot platter and on each 
chop spread a sauce made by beat- 
ing one cup of currant jelly, one 
teaspoon minced mint leaves, one 
teaspoon sugar and one teaspoon 
grated orange rind together. Gar- 
nish with parsley and serve. 


Salad Dressing 


Eight egg yolks. 

Two-thirds cup sugar. 

Three tablespoons flour. 

One teaspoon dry mustard. 

One teaspoon salt. 

One-fourth teaspoon paprika. 

One-fourth teaspoon celery salt. 

One-half cup vinegar. 

One and one-half cups water. 

Beat yolks and add sugar, flour, 
mustard, salt. Blend and add rest 
of ingredients. Cook slowly and 
stir constantly until thick and 
creamy. Pour into jar, cool, cover 
and chill.
